Five Fathers Included In October Draft Quota; 
Manpower to Decide Nature of November Group 


Flying Cross To 
Lt. F. A. McClellan 


Award Made for May 
Mission at Messina 


A bombing mission over Messina 
during which one of his engines 
was hit and set afire has won for 
First Lt. Francis A. McClellan the 
Distinguished Flying Cross, one of 
the highest awards given American 
airmen, Lt. McClellan, son of Mrs. 
Frances McClellan of Orchard 
Street, is at present enjoying a 30- 
day leave at his home. 

In the raid on Messina in May, 
his Liberator bomber was accom- 
panied by three other ships, and, 
in addition to being subjected to 
ground fire, there was considerable 
German fighter opposition. Despite 
the fact that one engine was not 
able to function, Lt. McClellan was 
able to land his ship and crew of 
ten safely. 

He also took part in the famous 
raid on the Ploesti oil fields in Ru- 
mania in the first part of August, 
having been based in Libya since 
last February, ; 

Lt. McClellan has had a long and 
exciting career in the air forces of 
two countries, having transferred 
to the AAF last winter from the

Lt. Norman Drouin 
ls Killed in Action 


Andover received word of the 
death of another of its fine young 
men last Friday, when word was 
received that First Lieut. Norman 
A. Drouin, Army Air Force, was 
killed in action in the Buropean 
area September 23. Announcement 
of the untimely death of the young 
Andover flier, only 21, was received 
by his wife, the former Miss Lillian 
Driesel of Lawrence. 


“Nap” Drouin entered service as 
an aviation cadet in March, 1942, 
training at Maxwell Field, Ala., Ar- 
cadia Field, Fla., and Greenville, 
Miss. He won his wings at George 
Field, Ill, and later attended a 
school for bomber pilots at Smyrna, 
Tenn. He had target training at 
Blythe, Calif., and further train- 
ing in South Dakota. 

Little more than two months ago, 
he delighted his parents, the Frank 
Drouins of Abbot street, by dipping 
his wings’ over their house twice, 
early one afternoon. He was about 
to fly his own plane across the At- 
lantic; and his parents received 
word a short time later that he had 
arrived in England. 

According to his last letters 
home, he had made a total of 13 
bombing excursions over the con- 
tinent before Sept. 18. He had been 
named a flight commander, an as- 
signment that carries with it the 
rank of captain, but had not re- 
ceived his promotion to that rank 
at the time of his death. 

Surviving besides his parents 
and his wife are a sister, Merle and 
a brother, Ensign Frank M. Drouin, 
U. S. C. G., now somewhere in the 
Pacific area. 

The young lieutenant was a 
graduate of Punchard high school. 
where he took a prominent part in 
athletics. He attended the Boston 
Art school for two years 

Since he was a member of the 
South parish, a memorial service 
was held for him last Sunday at the 
South church, in place of the regu- 
lar sermon and scripture lesson. He 
had been active in the Boy Scouts 
of the South church troop as a 
youth. As a young boy, he attended 
the Bradlee school, Ballardvale, 
and had a host of Ballardvale as 
well as Andover friends.

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Repair Ship “Vestal” 
Gives Gallant Service 


Some months ago we referred to 
a local young man as serving 
aboard the “destroyer” Vestal, in 
Pacific waters. The issue went out 
to a local young man, whom we 
can’t name here because of the Na- 
val regulation against associating, 
in print, any particular man with a 
particular unit. 

The young man is very loyal to 
his ship, as all good Navy men are, 
and has sent word that the Vestal 
is no mere destroyer; she’s a re- 
pair ship, and, being built in 1906, 
is one of the oldest Navy vessels 
still in service. One of the oldest 
and one of the most valuable— 
and to prove it, the local boy has 
sent along an article appearing in 
the national press about her. 


Says the article: “Her men nev- 
er get to see any direct action; 
never get a chance to do what ey- 
ery sailor enjoys doing most—take 
a direct crack at the enemy. In- 
directly, however, the U.S.S. Vestal 
has landed a number of slaps at 
the Japs—a large number. 


“And not so indirectly, either, 
when you come to think of it. There 
was the time she fixed up the big 
aircraft carrier (CENSORED). That 
was back along in November, when 
the Jap threat against Guadalcanal 
was at its height (CENSORED). 
The Vestal did one of her super 
jobs that time—one of her round- 
the-clock, all-hands-turn-to jobs. She 
got the big carrier’s elevator trou- 
ble fixed up one hour before the 
big flat-top was ordered up to re- 
lieve Guadalcanal . . it was real- 
ly the influence of that gallant vet- 
eran of a carrier . . Which tipped 
the scales and saved our position in 
the Solomons. Yes, the Vestal gets 
in her licks one way or another. 


“She has been slapped around a 
little herself, too. She was tied up 
next to the Arizona during the Jap 
attack on Pearl Harbor. Besides 
the damage she acquired as the re- 
sult of the Arizona’s explosions, she 
got some direct bomb hits herself, 


“She can do anything to a war- 
ship except build one, She could 
probably do that if she had to. She 
is a floating navy yard... The 
Vestal has worked on battleships, 
cruisers, destroyers, subs and many 
other varieties of auxiliary vessels 
since the war started, and nearly 
every one has sent her an enthusi- 
astic commendatory message for 
the excellence of her workman- 
ship.”

The school committee also re. 
ceived Tuesday a communication 
from the Andover Teachers ASsocia. 
tion, requesting that local Public 
school teachers be put on a 69. 
week salary basis instead of the 
present 38-week schedule. A ma. 
jority of 34 to 25 of the teachers re. 
quest the change, which naturally 
does not include a Salary increase, 
but only an adjustment of the num. 
ber and time of payments. 


The action was Proposed before 
several years ago, and was defeated 
by the teachers association at the 
time. It is brought UD Now because 
the present numerous Salary de. 
ductions make the teacher’s bud. 
get management easier On a 62. 
week basis. 

Since this year’s school budget 
has been made out some months in 
advance, it will be difficult to make 
the proposed change before Sep. 
tember, 1944, However, the finan- 
cial and advisory sub-committee hag 
taken the matter under advisement 
to see if it is possible to £0 on the 
new system earlier. 

The committee also discussed the 
possibility of opening the schools 
at a later hour in the morning in 
the winter months, a subject that 
was also under discussion at last 
night’s Central P.T.A. meeting, 
The committee felt that it was im- 
possible to change the hours in one 
school without making adjustments 


everywhere else in the System, 
since the bus schedules and the 
cafeteria eating arrangements 


would be disrupted. In addition, it 
was brought out that 100 Punchard 
girl students now work every af.- 
ternoon during the week, and clos- 
ing the day’s work at Punchard at 
a later hour daily might seriously 
affect their arrangements, 

On the other hand, it was pointed 
out that many more children are 
walking to school now than in form- 
er years because of the present 
two-mile limit on transportation— 
a problem particularly affecting 
children from Shawsheen, West An- 
dover center and the Salem street 
and Highland road districts. Many 
of these children, the committee 
was informed, now have to start 
for school in the morning while it 
is still quite dark. 

The committee agreed to pay Mrs, 
Eloise Buschman of Foster’s Pond 
a weekly sum in order that she 
may drive her child to Bradlee 
school. The committee is unable 
to send a school bus to Foster's 
Pond because of ODT’s strict mile- 
afe regulations, but the Buschman 
home is outside the two-mile trans- 
portation limit. 

The book “El Camino Real”, for 
Punchard’s elementary Spanish 
course, listed at the last meeting, 
was adopted for use in the schools. 
On the recommendation of Miss 
Miriam Sweeney, publie school 
music supervisor, a new series of 
music books, “World of Music”, 
was listed. The present texts in 
music have been used for 20 years, 
have been rebound several times, 
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Royal Canadian Air Force. Last 
year, while in the R. CG.

He entered the R, C. A, F, long 
before Pearl Harbor, training in 
Canada in the spring and summer 
of 1941, amd leaving for England in 
December of that year. He has been 
piloting Liberator bombers for 
some time, and is enthusiastic 
about their durability and power. 

Lt. McClellan, who studied at 
Phillips for three years and later 
at Brown university, has two 
brothers in service, James, who re- 
cently entered the armed forces, at 
Fort Knox, Ky., and John, serving 
with a mountain infantry regiment 
that contains a large number of An- 
dover boys, at Kiska, Alaska. 

He is now in the second week of 
a 30-day furlough, and will return 
to Florida for reassignment, He 
may be assigned to duty as an in- 
structor, and has hopes of being 
appointed as a test pilot or to the 
Ferry Command.
